WASHINGTON,  (UPD— Pres-, 
ident  Kennedy  sends  the  biggest 
taxcutting  program  in  history  to 
Congress  Thursday — exactly  one 
week  after  he  submitted  the  big- 
gest spending  budget  in  history. 

In  a 9,000-word  message  he 
will  outline  a plan  under  which 
individuals  and  corporations  ulti- 
mately would  be  $10  billion  in 
annual  tax  relief. 

Individuals  would  get  priority 
on  tax  cuts.  The  first  of  two  re- 
ductions in  withholding  taxes  on

Dr.  Yarn  Outlines  Roles 
Of  Jesus  in  Devotional 


Ten  different  roles  of  Jesus 
were  outlined  by  Dr.  David  H. 
Yarn,  BYU  professor  of  theology 
and  philosophy,  when  he  spoke  in 
W^ednesday’s  devotional  assem- 
bly, replacing  Brooks  Hays  who 
was  unable  to  come. 

Some  people,  said  Dr.  Yard, 
think  of  Christ  as  the  babe  of 
Bethlehem,  as  innocent  as  a child, 
never  doing  evil.  Some  people 
dismiss  Him  altogether. 

THE  FIRST  role  of  Christ  is 
as  the  first  born  of  God  the  Eter- 
nal Father.  He  also  is  a creator, 
having  taken  part  in  many  cre- 
ations. In  the  Old  Testament  per- 
iod Christ  is  known  as  Jehovah, 
meaning  “I  am,”  explained  Dr. 
Yarn. 

The  next  roles  of  Jesus  came 
when  He  was  born  of  Mary  and 
performed  a great  and  marvelous 
mission  in  Palestine.  “The  most 
significant  thing  he  did  in  this 
period,”  said  Dr.  Yarn,  “was 
something  no  else  could  do: 
make  salvation  possible  for  all.” 

The  principles  Jesus  taught 
had  been  taught  before-  -it  didn’t 
take  the  Son  of  God  to  teach 
them,  but  “he  alone  was  able  to 
give  the  great  atoning  sacrifice 
to  all  men,”  Dr.  Yarn  said. 

CHRIST’S  next  role  was  to  op- 

1 the  ministry  in  the  spirit 
world.  He  organized  the  work 
there  so  those  who  had  not  had 
the  Gospel  could  receive  it. 

His  appearance  to  the  Nephites 
on  the  American  Continent  was 
another  of  Christ’s  roles,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Yarn.  While  there,  the^ 
Lord  said  he  had  still  other  sheep 


to  visit,  these  being  the  lost 
tribes  of  Israel.  , 

The  next  appearance  of  Jesus 
was  when  he  revealed  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  to  Joseph  Smith. 
Even  then  His  work  was  not  con- 
cluded, Dr.  Yarn  said. 

THE  MILLENNIUM  is  yet  to 
come  when  there  will  be  peace 
on  earth.  Christ,  as  rightful  king, 
will  rule  and  reign. 

“Then  the  time  will  come  when 
He  will  be  the  great  and  mighty 
Judge,”  concluded"  Dr.  Yarn. 

“We  should  remember  Jesus, 
not  as  the  Christ  who  lived — but 
the  Christ  who  lives,”  said  Dr. 
Yarn;  ‘because  he  is  more  real 
than  even  we.”

The  sec- 
ond cut  would  take  effect  July  1, 
1964.  The  first  significant  rate 
cut  for  big  corporations  would 
be  delayed  until  Jan.  1,  1964. 

ACTUALLY  the  Initial  effect  of 
the  tax  program  on  big  corpora- 
tions would  be  to  require  them 
to  make  heavier  tax  payments 
than  they  otherwise  would. 

They  would  make  their  pay- 
ments earlier  than  they  now  do, 
with  the  result  that  the  treasury 
would  collect  $1.5  billion  more 
from  corporations  during  next 
January-June  than  would  be  paid 
under  existing  law. 

IN  EACH  of  his  three  previous 
messages  to  the  new  Congress — 
his  State  of  the  Union  address, 
his  budget  and  his  economic  re- 
port— the  President  stressed  that 
tax  relief  overshadows  all  of  his 
other  1963  legislative  goals. 

Kennedy  regards  tax  relief  as 
essential,  if  he  is  to  have  any 
chance  of  redeeming  the  promise 
he  made  in  the  1960  election  cam- 
paign to  get  the  economy  moving 
fast  enough  to  provide  full  em- 
ployment. 

Under  Kennedy’s  plan  income 
tax  rates  gradually  would  be  re- 
duced by  an  amount  equal  to  an 
annual  savings  of  $11  billion  for 
individuals  and  $2.5  billion  for 
corporations.  Offsetting  this,  $3.5 
billion  in  new  revenue  would  be 
provided  through  elimination  or 
curtailment  of  existing  tax  pref- 
erences.

Cats  to  Face  Utaggies 
In  Casaba  Rematch

The  Brigham  Young  Cougars 
sporting  the  best  offense  average 
per  game  in  the  conference  steps 
out  of  league  play  this  week  to 
take  on  rival  Utah  State. 

THE  MOUNTAIN  cats  will 
have  their  hands  full  when  they 
take  on  the  powerful  Aggies,  who 
are  currently  ranked  no.  15  in 
the  nation.  The  last  game  betwe- 
en thtf  two  clubs  found  the  Cats 
taking  the  short  end  of  a 69-58 
count  Jan.  5th. 

That  game  found  a road  weary 
band  of  Cougar  basketballers  en- 
ter the  Nelson  fieldhouse  in  Lo- 
gan. They  had  just  finished  five 
road  contests  including  games 
against  St.  Josephs,  LaSalle  and 
nationally  ranked  Ohio  State. 
The  Cougars  shooting  against  the 
Ags  was  almost  as  cold  as  the 
air  outside.  They  were  only  29 
per  cent  effective  from  the  floor 
compared  to  Utah  State’s  43  per 
cent. 

THE  TWO  ARCH  rivals  have 
at  midseaspn,  played  only  tvvo 
common  opponents,  Ohio  State 
and  Utah.  Although  both  teams 
dumped  Utah  and  both  were  in 
turn  downed  by  Ohio  State,  the 
Cats  were  more  effective  against 
both.  They  beat  the  Utes  by  thr^ 
points  more  than  Utah  State  did 
and'  were  beaten  by  six  points 
less  than  the  Aggies  against  Ohio 
State. 

Both  teams  have  been  playing 
highly  ranked  teams  this  season 
but  the  Aggies  came  up  with  the 
biggest  victory  last  week  and  at 
the  same  time  took  a sizeable 
step  up  the  national  ladder  when 
they  beat  Colorado  State.  Colo- 
rado State  was  highly  ranked 
with  at  least  one  All-America 
candidate  but  were  slapped  down 
75-68  by  the  Ags. 

The  COUGARS  will  have  to  do 
a better  job  of  holding  down 
Troy  Collier,  Wayne  Estes  and 


Phil  Johnson,  the  Aggies  three 
big  men.  In  the  last  game  against 
the  Cats  this  trio  pulled  down 
30  rebounds  between  them. 

Collier  is  currently  leading  the 
Aggie  squad  in  both  scoring  av- 
erage and  in  the  rebounding  de- 
partment. He  is  hitting  the  hoop 
at  a 18.6  average  and  has  account- 
ed for  183  rebounds,  a 11.4  per 
game  mark. 

ESTES  IS  close  behind  Collier 
by  scoring  at  a 18.3  clip.  He  has 
pulled  down  162  rebounds  for  a 
10.1  per  game  average.  Phil  John- 
son has  a 9.5  shooting  mark  and 
a 6.0  rebounds  per  game  record. 

Mark  Hansen  and  Larry  Angle 
complete  the  starting  five.  Hasen 
has  10.6  and  3.4  shooting  and  re- 
bounding marks  respectively.  An- 
gle’s averages  are  10.2  and  5.2 
shooting  and  rebounding. 


Cats  Ready 
For  Big  One

last  of  the  activities  could  prove 
to  be  the  most  important  to  the 
Cougar  Matmen.  They  will  host 
the  ever-tough  Wyoming  Cow- 
boys in  the  dual  meet  described 
by  Coach  Clint  Whitfield  as  their 
toughest  to  date. 

THE  Cowboys  have  won  the 
conference  9 out  of  the  past  10 
years  and  are  favored  to  add  an- 
other trophy  to  their  bulging  tro- 
phy case.  Last  year  the  feat  was 
made  even  more  difficult  by  the 
Colorado  State  squad  who  are  no 
longer  in  the  new  WAC. 

The  ’Pokes  have  a 5-1  mark, 
identical  to  the  BYU  season  total, 
but  they  have  faced  some  of  the 
toughest  teams  in  the  nation. 
They  are  rated  in  the  top  ten  in 
the  country.  They  boast  three  re-
